An E xp lod ed S en sation . 
S a x F ra n c is c o , September 1st.— Tele­ 
graphic dispatches from New York and 
Philadelphia, received here last night, make 
serious charges against a man named Thomas 
Klink, doing business at No. 16 Clay street, 
in this city. 
Inquiry to-day resulted in 
showing the following facts : Deputy Coroner 
Wheeler, who saw the body a short time after 
death, says that he discovered no : .arks of 
violence. There were the usual post mortem 
discolorations, but nothing more. There was 
nothing uuusual in the case. The post-mor­ 
tem examination was made by City Physician 
Blach, iu presence of l)r. Stivers and other 
persons, on July 22d, the day following Mrs. 
Beck’s death. 
External inspection, made 
fourteen hours after death, showed that the 
body was well nourished. The only mark 
discovered was that of a mustard blister on 
the chest. The lungs and heart were normal ; 
the liver was enlarged and 6oft, kidDeys en­ 
larged and soft, and spleen softened. 
The 
membrane of the stomach was disorganized, 
and in the center portion was an old ulcer. 
The brain was soft and congested. Two 
ounces o f serum 
w a s found in the cranial 
cavity. 
Cause of death, serous apoplexy, 
superinduced by alcoholism. 
The records of 
the Coroner's olfice show the following entry: 
Wednesday, July 21, 1SS0, John Smith reported 
that a woman died suddenly at No. 14 Clay street, 
about 6:30 o’clock r. M. 
Body removed to the 
Morgue. 
Identified as Elizabeth Klhlk by her litis- 
baud, Thomas G. Klink. 
l'oat-mortem examination 
by City Pnysician blach, July 22d. 
Coroner Dorr 
cave certifica:.: of death iu accordance. 
A native of 
Germany, aged 3d years, 
liouseaife. 
The records of the Health Office show that 
the certificate of burial was given July 24, 
1880, by Coroner Dorr. 
The record shows 
the name of the deceased to be Elizabeth 
Klink, aged 31 years, 10 months and 5 days, 
a native of Germany. 
The cause of the 
death is gtveD as serous apoplexy (alcohol­ 
ism). The deceased tvas buried iu the Odd 
Fellows’ Cemetery. 
Several residents in the vicinity of Klink’s 
saloon assert that about 5 o’clock on the af­ 
ternoon of July 21st last they heard the wo­ 
man Beck roll down stairs. 
She was very 
much under the influence of strong drink at 
the time. She staggered into and through 
the saloon to the back yard, where she felL 
Klink aDd others went to her aid, but she 
soon expired. A friend of the family in­ 
formed an attorney of this city of German 
birth that the girl was very anxious to go 
home to Philadelphia. 
He took an interest 
in her welfare and called upon Charles 
Crocker for a pass for her. 
Their conference 
resulted in the raising of 831 75 by the attor­ 
ney for her benefit, with which a half-fare 
through ticket was purchased, and she was 
forwarded in charge of a gentleman who was 
going on a visit to friends in Pennsylvania.

THAT 
NAVaL 
DEMONSTRATION. 


There is renewed talk of the naval de­ 
monstration which has been threatened so 
vaguely during the past two months by the 
Kurofioan Towers, as a means of compel­ 
ling the Porte to fulfill the provisions of 
the Treaty of Berlin. 
The most curious 
circumstance about it is that nobody ap­ 
pears to have any definite idea concerning 
the nature of the proposed demonstration. 
Apparently it is believed that if a number 
of ships of war sail up to the Dardanelles, 
aud there go through certain naval ma­ 
neuvers, at the same firing blank cartridges 
and displaying a great quantity of parti­ 
colored bunting, the Sultan and his advisers 
w ill at once perceive the folly of further 
resistance, the Albanians will recognize the 
futility of objecting to the cession of Dul- 
ciguo, and everything will go smoothly. It 
is true that naval demonstrations do not 
always end so peaceably. 
The last one on 
record resulted 
in the 
famous 
battle 
of Navarioo, and the destruction of the 
Turkish fleet. 
Precisely what justification 
existed for that very liigh-lianded act his­ 
tory has never succeeded in showing with 
complete cltarnoss. 
It seems, however, 
that the present demonstration is at least 
intended to he purely pacific, and because 
of this intention skeptical j>coplo insist ou 
asking what possible good it can effect. 
The Sultan of course knows very well that 
the formi iable-looking ironclads w ill not 
tire shot and shell, and that they are only 
meant to make a show of force. 
Perhaps 
ho also knows that there is not enough 
accord between the Powers to unite them 
on any scheme of actual coercion. 
That 
the demonstration may take place we hope, 
simply because we have a natural curiosity 
to tee how it wiil he arranged, but that it 
w ill have any 
practical effect upon the 
events now transpiring in Turkey we do 
not believe.

man Fagc in the Second District. 
Glas­ 
cock, the nominee of two parties, is small 
tim ber out of which to make a Congress­ 
man, and even a half dozen additional 
nominations from fragments of the ex­ 
ploded Democracy will not save him from 


defeat. 


The solid South, aided by the Northern 
Democracy', seeks to gain control of the 
National Government. Those who imagine 
that if this ambition was gratified there 
would he nothing to apprehend from the 
change, have studied the situation with 
little care. It is not only the establishm ent 
of the State liights doctrine that is sought, 
though that im plies the destruction of free 
institutions in ten States of the Union. 
There are pecuniary claims of the mo3t ex­ 
travagant kind lurking behind the present 
Democratic positions, and it would be fatu­ 
ous to take it for granted that these would 
not or could not be pressed if a Democratic 
Administration were in power to ratify the 
measures of a Democratic Congress.

by Lincoln’s emancipation proclamation 
exists at the South. 
That this is no vague 
fancy is proved by documentary evidence 
of the strongest kind. 
Years ago the cx- 
slavc owners took the precaution to file 
with their County Clerks affidavits setting 
forth tho number and description of the 
human chattels which they possessed at 
the tim e of the emancipation. 
The New 
York 
Tribune has just printed one of 
these documents, taken from the official 
records of Chatham county’, Georgia. 
It 
deposes that one Isaac M. Marsh, a resi­ 
dent of Savannah, Georgia, was in posses­ 
sion of sixteen s'aves, whose names and 
descriptions are appended, “ at the time 
“ they 
were 
^nancipated 
and 
made 
“ free 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Gov- 
“ em inent.” 
The 
purpose 
of 
such 
records 
is 
obvious, 
and 
it 
is 
well 
ascertained that they’ have been filed all 
through the Scrntb. 
Nor is this all. 
Mr. 
Kdward McPherson writes to the Tribune 
saying that “ even in Maryland the con- 
“ tingency of a possible payment by the 
“ United States for the loss of slave proper­ 
t y has been carefully provided for. 
In 
“ the present constitution (adopted in 1SG7 
“ by a convention unanimously ‘ Conser- 
“ ‘ vative ’ aud Democratic) two important 
“ sections forecast the future.” 
H e then 
quotes the sections, which are as follows : 
“ Sec. 37. 
The General Assem bly ehall 
“ pass no law providing for payment by 
“ this State for slaves emancipated from 
“ servitude in this S tate; hut they shall 
“ adopt such measures as they may’ deem 
“ expedient to obtain from the United 
“ States compensation for such slaves, aud 
“ to receive and distribute the saíne equita- 
“ b!y to 
the 
persons 
entitled. 
Sec. 
“ 46. 
The General Assembly shall have 
“ power to receive from the U nited States 
“ any grant or donation of land, money or 
“ securities, for any purpose designated by 
“ the United States, and shall administer 
“ and distribute the same according to the 
“ conditions of the said grant.” 
As this 
provision was made after the adoption of 
the Fourteenth Constitutional Amendment, 
it is evident that the Maryland Constitu­ 
tional Convention did not 
regard that 
amendment a3 an insuperable obstacle to 
the securing of 
compensation 
for 
the 
liberated slaves. And in fact evidence is not 
wanting of a matured scheme for breaking 
down that barrier, which only needs a 
Democratic 
administration to 
give 
it 
operative force. 


The Northern people are perhaps too 
prone to regard tho constitutional amend­ 
ments as absolutely impregnable. 
It is 
necessary, however, to 
point out that 
there has alway s been a considerable body 
of Democratic 
lawyers who refused to 
recognize or admit their validity, and it 
is perfectly clear that if at any time the 
character of the United States Supreme 
Court was changed by the addition to that 
body of a preponderating Democratic ele­ 
ment, the nullification of the amendments 
would at once become not only possible hut 
probable. But it is demonstrable that such 


an alteration in the Supreme Court has 
already been not merely contemplated, but 
proposed. 
A bill now pending before one 
of the House committees provides for the 
addition of twelve new Judges to the 
Supreme Bench. 
If Hancock is elected

these Judges, and being, as he certainly 
will he, under the control of the Southern 
politicians, no doubt can be entertained of 
his willingness to put on the bench men 
who could he relied upon to clear the 
way 
for 
the 
Southern 
Claims. 
Here 
then we have a perfectly consistent and 
well-defined plan to secure payment for 
the slaves. 
The latter numbered some 
four millions, and were valued on an aver­ 
age at $000 each. 
The sum would there­ 
fore equal the war debt, and yet that is 
but one of the Southern claims. 
That 
it will he urged in the event of Deihocratic 
success we do not think any sane man can 
doubt. 
The idea of abandoning it has 
never been entertained by the South. 
The 
record cited above was filed as long ago as 
1874, and many similar records antedate 
that. 
The South 
has looked 
forward 
steadily to the 
time when 
this claim 
could be brought forward. 
It has, as 
we have shown, been provided for in at 
least one State Constitution. The proposed 
reorganization of the Supreme Court indi­ 
cates the persistency 
with which 
the 
purpose is being followed up. 
It is one 
of tho influences which have made the 
South solid. 
No doubt the 
Northern 
Democratic leaders expect to share the 
plunder, but they can he trusted not to 
raise any objections to the scheme. 
The 
evidence for this intended raid upon the 
Treasury is as clear and strong as anything 
can possibly he, and we do not see how 
thinking men, in the light of tho facts we 
have here advanced, can doubt the reality 
of the danger which is involved in the pos­ 
sibility of a Democratic success at the 
polls.

W ashington, September 1st.—The report 
on the commercial aspect of the proposed 
American Interoceanic Canal, by Joseph 
Nimmo, Jr., Chief of the Bureau of Statistic», 
has just been issued. 
Following is a sum­ 
mary of the conclusions reached by Mr. 
N im m o: 
First—That the shipping which would an­ 
nually pass through the proposed American 
Interoceanic Canal would amount to about 
1,500 vessels, or 1,625,000 tous. 
Second—That 
upon 
the 
basis of the 
shortest voyage, the possible amount of ton­ 
nage which, during the latest year for which 
the statistics can be collected, might have 
passed through tho Suez Canal, was about 
twice as great as that which might have 
passed through the proposed American Canal, 
and upon the same basis the possibilities of 
I the Suez Canal, with respect to the value of 
, c uriinerce, were three aud a half times as 
great as those of the proposed Americau 
Canal, and would probably Le confined, as is 
the traffic of the Suez Canal, almost exclu­ 
sively to steam vessel.-. 
Third—That sailing vessels would continue 
to take passage by Cape Horn w hen engaging 
in trade west of that point, and that sailing 
vessels would continue to t ike passage by the 
way of the Cape of Good Hope when engag­ 
ing in trade ea»t of that point. 
i'utilth—That during the latest year for 
which commercial statistics can he collected, 
the proposed American canal might have af­ 
forded a passage iur 7 3 10 per cent, of the 
foreign commerce of the LTuited State», 
per cent, of the foreign commerce of Great 
Britain, H Jier cent, of the foreign commerce 
of France, and le=s than 3 per cent, of the 
international commerce of the globe upon the 
ocean. 
Fifth—T in t there has been a very large 
division of traffic from the route between 
San Francisco and New York, via the Isth­ 
mus of Panama, to the transcontinental rail­ 
road already constructed 
i:i the United 
States. 
The value of commodities trans­ 
ported between New Y'ork to San Fran­ 
cisco, via Panama, have fallen from ¿70,­ 
202,020 in 1869, to §4,947,755 in 1879, and 
the number of passengers having fallen from 
26,853 in 1869, to 4,456 in 1879. 
Sixth—That the trade between the Atlan­ 
tic and the Pacific ports of the United States, 
via Cana Horn, has tlso been to a consider­ 
able extent diverted to the transcontinental 
railway line. 
Seventh—That there is now a large and 
growing commerce between the Pacific ports 
of the United States and interior points east 
of the Rocky Mountains, chiefly St. Louis, 
Chicago and Cincinnati. The proposed canal 
would not present any direct competition to 
this trade tetween interior points in the 
United States and ports on the Pacific coast. 
Eighth—That in the event of the construc­ 
tion of an American interoceanic canal, the 
commerce between the Pacific ports of the 
United States and Europe would probably 
seek passage through the proposed canal in 
steam vessels. 
Ninth—That the magnitude of the com­ 
merce of the countries on the western coast 
of South America is limited by that most 
marked orological feature of the continent, 
the Andean range, extending from the Isth­ 
mus of Panama to the Straits of Magellan, 
and als > by conditions of climate and soil 
hereinbefore described. 
Tenth—That the shipment of guano and 
nitrate of soda from the western coast of 
Peru and Bolivia to the Atlantic ports of the 
Uuited States and to Europe, giving employ­ 
ment to about 800,000 tons of shipping an­ 
nually, would probably continue to follow the 
route via Cape Horn. 
Eleventh—That part of the trade of Chile 
with the Altantic ports of the United States 
and with Europe, via Cane Horn, giving eni- 
pbyrnent to about 385.000 tons of shipping 
annually, would probably continue to pursue 
that route. 
Twelfth—That only 8 per cent, of the tea 
imported in the United States during the 
vear ended June 30, 1879, was imported at 
Pacific ports, and 72 per cent, at Atlantic 
ports of the United States, and that prob- 
abiy the entire tea supply of the Atlantic 
States will eventually he brought from the 
countries of its production to San Francisco, 
and thence overland by rail. 
Thirteenth—That ou account of the nau­ 
tical conditions it involves in the passage 
through the proposed canal, sailing vessels 
engaged in the trade between the Atlantic 
seaboard of the United State», and Australia 
and New Zealand, will probably continue to 
pursue the passage around the Cape of Good 
Hope. 
The W ar Against the Apuehcs. 
W ashington, September 1st.—The follow­ 
ing telegram has been received at the War 
Department 
from Brigadier-General Ord, 
tinder date of San Antonio, Tex., August 
27th : Grierson, by telegram from Quitman, 
dated yesterday, reports as follows : 
Mj scouts have returned after closely following 
tho Indian trail to Candelaria m. untaius, Mexico, 
and report the Indians in a holly crippled and de­ 
moralised condition, having their wounded with 
them and heir stock played out. They also repo t 
that the Mexican troops have never attacked the 
Indians, nor goi in their way, and have evidently 
given them an open passage toward the west, only 
skirmishing will; small parties who were Ftenliug 
stock from M-xican settlements. 
The Indian 
crossed the road leading from El P.is > to Chihuahua 
only a few huurs alter Captain Vale, vilh a 
small detachment, had passed south towards that 
place, and they have gone via the Santa Maria river 
in the direction of I>e quesman. This information 
is confirmed by a telegram from tiie commanding 1 
officer at Fort Bliss, u ho states that the Indians t 
were there, with a camp of their wounded, from the j 
2Sih of .ln y, when they first crossed the river into j 
Texis, until the 12th of August, when Victorio, 
with the hst of bis force, was a second time driveu 
back into Mexico. The loss of the Indians in the 
fights at Tonsjano, Dog, Polomas and Rattlesnake 
Canyon, and several sl-irmishts, was certainly not 
les» than thirty killed and wounded, very probably 
over forty, and without fre«h horses and rest to r ■ 
cupcrate, they are not now in a condition to act in 
a bodv against any organized force, as thev are now

C ounty.—From a 
gentleman thoroughly conversant with all the 
details of fact relating to the yield of the 
present harvest in Colusa county, we have 
obtained some interesting statem ents given 
below. 
Since the middle of June about fifty 
«team threshers have been constantly run­ 
ning. 
A careful observation gives 80,000 
bushels per day as the cleaned product of 
these machines. 
It is estimated th at there 
remains about thirty days steady employment 
to completo the harvest. 
Thus the threshing 
period will cover Ü1 days at 80,000 bushels 
per day or 7,280,000 bushels of cleaned wheat 
¡or Colusa couuty alone. 
A t GO pounds to 
the bushel the product gives 218,000 tons. 
Allowing 1,500 to a ship, at least 145 ships 
would be recpiired to remove Colusa’s har­ 
vest. 
The value of this wheat, estimating at 
the low figure of $1 40 per cental, is Sfi 104,­ 
000. 
Forty-five of the threshing machines 
are owned in the couuty. 
About 15 men are 
required to each machine, aggregating 750 
men to the 50 machines employed. 
The 
Colusa San has been at great pains to ascer- 
taiu the exact r.umher of sacks produced in 
the county, an 1 at the close of the threshing 
season will present accurate statem ents. 
It 
is evideot th at the wheat product of the State 
Las 1« en rather under estimated, since it is 
well known th at the average yield per acre 
in Colusa county is smaller than in many 
other portions of the State.

D E 35IS 
DAMS 
AND 
LEVEES. 


In anbwer to inquiries made of S.ate 
Engineer Hall, the following facts are ob­ 
tained in relation to the work upon the debris 
dams and the contemplated work on the 
levees below: The dam on the Y uba river for 
retaining the detritus is already considerably 
advanced in its construction. 
I t is not 
located at De Guerre point, as form erly con­ 
templated, but about two miles below, and 
about eight miles from Marysville. 
The river 
is very much wider at this location t.,an at 
l)e Guerre point, and the capacity of the stor­ 
age basin will be correspondingly increased. 
Tne dam being constructed will be 10,U00 
feet lor.g, or nearly two miles.’ I t is com­ 
posed of willow and cottonwood brush and 
gravel. 
Sufficient gravel is used to weigh 
down and hold the brush in place, but the 
structure is not made impervious, the object 
being to retard the velocity of the w ater and 
thus cause it to throw down its sediment, 
which will be done among the brush and 
above and below it, ami the whole will soon 
become a solid mass and indestructible. 
The 
dam is being built from four to twelve feet 
high, according to the present surface of 
ground. 
The immense storiEg capacity of 
the depositing basin formed by the construc­ 
tion of this uam will fie seen when the bight 
and length of the dam is considered, and the 
fact th at the width of the basin is about the 
same as ¿ear De Guerre point, where by ac 
abrupt turn of the canyon it narrows to ouly 
about a mile in width. 
There are between 
three and four square miles of storage room 
thus secured between the dam and De Guerre 
point, but it is expected the filling iu from 
effects of the dam will extend far above th at 
locality. 
The fall of the river from the point 
to the dam is about five feet per mile, 
and eveu if the deposit iu the river were to 
only fill iii to water level, it would cover 
the area to 
the 
point, 
but it is ex­ 
pected aud established by experience in 
such cases th at the slope in the river ^bed is 
not m aterially changed by the deposits im­ 
mediately above the location of the dam, but 
th at the ‘elevatiou of the bed of the river at 
th at point is maintaiue 1 up the ttreain. 
Thus, if the deposit at the lower end of the 
basin or at the dam fills in to the bight of ten 
feet, the deposit will fill in and the bed be 
raised a t De Guerre point and above nearly 
the same, and the slope of the river remain 
unchanged. 
This will make the eliect of the 
dam extend far up the river and capable of 
containing a vast am ount of mining detritus. 
This is the ouly (Dm th at will be built upon 
the Y uba river the present season. 
N ext 
year or the year after, should this dam have 
become ineffective from filling up, it can be 
built higher, as the location will perm it a 
still higher level of the river. 
A fter it has 
thus in time been built as high as practicable 
aud entirely filled up, then it is expected 
that a dam would be built across at the next 
available point above, which is De Guerre 
point, where a dam could be raised from the 
preseut level, a height of about 50 feet, which 
would prove sufficient for many years to 
come. 
On 
the 
Bear 
river a 
hrush dam 
sim ilar 
to 
th at 
on 
the 
Y uba river 
is 
being 
constructed 
at 
a point for­ 
merly known as Johnson’s crossing, about 
four miles above the railroad bridge. 
This 
dam is about two miles outside the foothills, 
although the ground 
there is somewhat 
rolling. 
This dam will be about G 000 feet 
long, which extends to the limits of the over­ 
flow deposit at th at point, and will be built 
about the same hight as the dam upon the 
Yuba. 
The work upon this structure is also 
well advanced. 
The fall of the Bear river 
immediately above the dam is about six or 
seven feet to the m i*, and a very extensive 
depositing basin is secured. 
In addition to 
the above w*ork the levees on the Y uba and 
Bear rivere are to be repaired and strength­ 
ened to prevent the lateral spread of the 
sands. 
The banks of the Feather river are 
also to be reconstructed at various points 
where washed and cut away, and where 
the 
river 
tends 
to 
leave 
its 
chan­ 
nel 
at 
several 
points 
below 
the 
mouth of the Yuba river. 
W orks will be 
strengthened and constructed to prevent the 
spread of tl iod-waters from the upper Sacra­ 
mento rivei in Colusa, Sutter and Yolo 
counties, and also the levees on the w est side 
of the Sacramento below the mouth of the 
Feather river. 
A t this point the extended 
breaks from which so much water runs into 
Yolo basin will be built up and as nearly 
closed as shall be deemed advisable. They are 
not to be entirely closed lids season, but will 
be so far built up as will 
confine the 
waters as much a-s can lie safely done, 
so as to eff-c, a scouring out of ike channel 
of the stream . 
The banks of the Sacra­ 
mento, whicii are cutting badly in several 
places, are also to be protected and corree 
ti-ins made, one of which is th at of the left 
bank just below the city. The American 
liver is also cutting in towards the Sacra­ 
mento city levee and destroying its channel 
just above 
the 
railroad 
crossing, about 
Sm ith’s gardens. 
Necessary steps will be 
taken to prevent further cutting iu this lo­ 
cality.

This is a general outline of the work which 
it is intended to accomplish the present season. 
State Engineer H all will go to morrow to 
W heatland, and from there visit the works 
upon the Bear, Yuba, Feather and upper 
Sacramento rivers, and stake out and give 
instructions to work now being done.

Canton (O.), September 1st.—From 40,000 
to 50,000 people are here, and every new train 
is crowded. 
President Hayes and General Sherman, 
Secretary Ramsey, General Garfield, Gov­ 
ernor Foster, ex-Governor Bishop, and hun­ 
dreds of distinguished guests are in town. 
There was an imposing procession in honor 
of President Hayes. 
Fifty-tw o thousand people were fed gratu­ 
itously from bounteous tables spread by dele­ 
gations from outside towns. 
TLere was speaking from several 6tands. 
Every street is jammed. 
The procession 
started at noon, with about 10,000 veterans 
in line. 
A t the reunion of the Twenty-third Regi­ 
ment in the Opera House President Hayes 
was introduced and spoke as follows : 


SPEECH OF PRESIDENT HAYES. 
I am firmly convinced th at the subject of 
popular education demands the earnest a t­ 
tention of the people of the whole country, 
with a view to a wise and comprehensive ac­ 
tion by the Government of the United States. 
The means at the command of local State au­ 
thorities are, in m any cases, wholly inade­ 
quate to deal with the question. 
The magni­ 
tude of the evil to be eradicated i* not, I 
apprehend, generally and fully understood. 


CONSIDER THESE FACTS : 
F irst—In the late slave holding State?, under 
the system of slavery, education was denied 
to the colored people, and the education of 
non slave-holding white people was greatly 
neglected. 
By reason of this state of things, 
in 
1870 more 
than 
4,000,000 
of 
peo­ 
ple 
in 
the 
South 
of 
school 
age, 
and over th at ag*, were unable to read ami 
write, and more than 750,000 voters are too 
illiterate to prepare or eveu read their own 
ballots. 
This evil i? not rapidly diminishing. 
By the latest available statistics it appears 
th at in 1878 the total school population, white 
and colored, in the late slave-holding States 
was 5,1S7,584, and th at only 2.710.09G were 
during th at 
year enrolled in any school. 
This leaves 2,477,488— almost two and a 
half—without means of education. Citizenship 
and the right to vote were conferred upon the 
colored people by the Government and peo­ 
ple of the U nited States. 
I t is therefore a 
sacred duty, as it is the highest interest to 
the U nited States, to see that these new citi­ 
zens and voters are fitted by education for 
the grave responsibility 
which 
has been 
cast 
upon 
them. 
Dr. Ruffner, School 
Superintendent of Virginia, says : “ 1 know 
not w hat is true of the N orthern aud W est­ 
ern States, but I can say for my State, and 
for most of the Southern States, th at we are 
not able to educate our people in any toler­ 
able sense. 
W e are tío poor to do it. 
A 
few years ago I showed this conclusively by 
statistics. 
There has not been much increase 
in financial ability in these States since that 
time, no increase in the average in my own 
State, so far as I can judge, and every weil- 
informed man knows th at whatever the 
waut* of a State, her power of taxati in has 
a lim it.” 
THE INDIAN QUESTION. 
Second—iu the Territories of the U nited 
State* it is estim ated th at there are over 
200,000 Indians, almost all of whom are un­ 
civilized. 
They have been hunters and w ar­ 
riors ; but uow no one who observes the 
rapid progress of railroads ai.d settlements 
in the W est can fail to see th at game 
and fish, on which 
the Indians hitherto 
subsisted, are about disappeaied. 
The solu­ 
tion of the Indian question will speedily be 
either the extinction of the Indians or their 
absorption into 
American 
citizenship by 
means of the civilizing influence* of educa­ 
tion. 
W ith the disappearance of game, there 
can no louger remain Indian hunters or war- 
riois. 
The days of Indian wars are drawing 
to a close. 
There will soon be no room for 
question as to the departm ent to which the 
Indian will belong. 
In a few years all must 
agree that he should belong, like every other 
citizen, only to himself. 
The time is not dis­ 
tant when he should bs chiefly care 1 for by 
the civilizing departm ent of the Government 
—the Bureau of Education. 
EDUCATION IN THE TERRITORIES. 
Third—The people of the T erritory of New 
Mexico have never been provided w ith the 
means of education. 
The num ber of people 
in th a tT e ’rit iry in 1870, 10 year* old am! up­ 
ward, who could not read or write, was 5,220. 
This was largely more than half the popula­ 
tion. 
The school population ir uow over | 
30,000, of whom only about one-sixth are en­ 
rolled in the schools. 
I t will not be ques­ 
tioned th at the power of the General Govern­ 
ment to make all needful rules and regulations 
respecting the Territories lielonging t • the 
United States is sufficient to authorize it to 
provide for the education of the increasing 
mas* of illiterate citizen* growing up in New 
Mexico aud in other Territories of the United 
States. 
INCREASE OK IMMIGRATION. 
F ourth—The number of immigrants arriv­ 
ing in the U nited States is greater than ever 
before. 
I t i* not improbable from present 
indications, that from this source alone there 
will be added during the current decade to 
the population of our country 5(000,000 of 
people. 
One day last spring there arrived in 
New York 4,907 immigrants—almost 5,000 in 
a single day at th at one port. 
During the 
quarter ending the 30th of June last the num ­ 
ber of immigrants in the U nited States aver­ 
aged 80,000 a month, and during the tour 
months ending the 31st of Ju ly last there 
were nearly 31)0,000. 
H appily for the 
U nited States several of the large elements 
of this immigration contaiu very few people 
who arc wholly uneducated. 
The Germans 
aud Scandinavians have for the most part 
been educated at public schools in their na­ 
tive countries ; but it is probable that from 
one fourth to one-third of the present total 
immigration into our country is from foreign 
nation* in which popular education i* greatly 
neglected. 
I t may reasonably be estimated 
that at 
least 
from 
tw en’y to twenty- 
five per 
cent. 
of 
the 
immigrant* are 
illiterate. 
In the current decade we shall 
probably receive from abroad more than 
1.ÜOO.COO people of school age and upwards, 
who are unable to read and write any lan- 
euage, ar.d of the»e abi u t 250,0(39 in a few 
years will share with us equally, man for 
loan, the duties and responsibilities of the 
citizen and voter. 
POPULAR EDUCATION INDESPEN8ABLE. 
The President quoted the words of Jeffer­ 
son, Madison and W ebster in favor of flee 
schools and education, in which they agreed 
th at the prerequisite to the maintenance of 
popular government was a popular education. 
Already iu too many instance* elections have 
becone a farce, which Madison predicted, 
and the tremendous tragedy whicti we ?aw 
when we were soldiers of the Union, and in 
which 
we 
bore 
a 
part, 
could never 
have occurred if in all sections of our country 
there ha l been universal suffrage based upon 
uuiversal education. 
Iu our couutry, as 
everywhere else, it will be found th at in the 
long run ignorant voters are powder and ball 
for demagogues. 
The failuie to support free 
schools in any part of our country tends to 
cheapen and degrade the rights of suffrage, 
and will ultim ately destroy its value in every 
part of the Republic. 
The unvarying testi­ 
mony of history is th at the nations which 
win the most renowned victories in peace and 
war are those which provide ample means for 
popular education. 
W ithout free schools 
there 
is 
no 
such 
thing 
a* affording 
to 
every 
man 
aa 
unfettered 
start 
and ft fair chance in the race for life. 
In the 
present conditiou of our country, universal 
education requires aid. The Geueral Govern­ 
ment’s authority to grant such aid was estab­ 
lished with the Republic and has been run­ 
ning down through almost every A dm inistra­ 
tion to the present tim “. 
Let this aid be 
granted wherever it is essential to the enjoy­ 
ment of free popular instruction. 


FIN A N C IA L AN D IN D U STR IA L PROGRESS. 
The l ’reiident gave figures showing the 
wonderful financial and industrial progress of 
the country, aud the excess of exports over 
imports. 
In a period of thirty years prior to 
1880, there has been ouly one year in 
which we received into the country from 
abroad more of the precious metals than 
we S5nt out of the country. 
T hat was an 
exceptional year at the be.inning of the war. 
In 1861 our imports of gold and silver ex­ 
ceeded the exports $16,548,531. 
In all other 
years, except the list, our exports of precious 
metals have exceeded our imports, per year, 
from S4.000.0C0 to $90.000,000, aud have 
averaged at least $40,000,000 a year. In 1880, 
the last fiscal year, the import* of gold and 
silver exceeded the experts $75,891,39]—a 
gain from abroad of pieci-m* lm talu over the 
previous year of $80,592,832; again, over the 
average yearly balaucsof thirty years past of 
$115,000,000. 
This gain in precious metals 
alone of over $75,000.000 iu the first yesr 
after the resumption of specie payment*, in 
the face of confident prediction th at resump­ 
tion would rosnlt iu a ruinous contraction of 
the currency, may well encourage those who 


wish th at the remaining steps necessary to 
reach a perfectly sound and healthy condition 
of the curreccy m ay bo taken. 
The enor­ 
mous gain in the tonnage of American and 
foreign vessels entered a t the seaports of the 
U nited States is shown by the following ton­ 
nage : In ISGG, 5,000.194 tons of tonnage; 
1870, 6,270,189 tons of tonnage; 1S80, 15,­ 
261,045 tons. 
Never could the man engaged 
in legitimate industry or business reckon more 
confidently upon a reasonable remuneration 
for his labor and capital than at the present 
time. 
The people of foreign nations under­ 
stand this almost as well as we understand it 
ourselves. 
From all parts of Europe people 
are coming to America, people not less thrifty 
nor less intelligent than those they leave be­ 
hind, to share with us the abounding pros­ 
perity which we now enjoy. They come here 
to better their condition, because we are 
prosperous, because we are at peace at home 
ar.d abroad, and because they hope here to 
fiud civil aud religious liberty. 
The guaran­ 
tees which so strongly attract immigration 
are the truths for which we fought in the war 
for the L:nion. 
L et us resolve to do all we 
cau in our respective place* iu life sacredly 
to guard them, not only fur ourselves aud our 
posterity, but for all mankiud. 
General IV. T. Sherman made a brief 
speech, and 
GENERAL GARFIELD 
Followed. 
Iu answer to the charge ofteu 
made th at a spirit of sectionalism pervades 
these reunions, he said : There is nothing 
more national in all this Republic than the 
spirit which saved the Union. 
Continuing, 
he said : W e fought for the whole Union, and 
the spirit th at anim ated us was the spirit of 
nationality against that of sectionalism. 
To 
defend the truths for which we fought is 
wholly national, and is sectional in nothing. 
It was sectionalism against which we fought. 
I t was the spirit of nationality which we de­ 
fended, and which we will defend while we 
live. Nowr, therefore, in the presence óf these 
veterans, in the presence of these leaders, in 
tiie presence of these thousands of citizens, 
aud under tjiese flags, we assert the national­ 
ity of our cause, embracing within its grasp 
all the interests of the whole country. W hat 
m aterial object is more grandly national 
than the Mississippi river? 
Our victory 
made th at river of one people from Fort 
Benton, far up by the British line, down 
to the Gulf, and every drop of water 
from the lakes of the far N orth goes singing 
of the Union all the way till it joins the 
tropical ocean. 
Our legions sang the songs 
of the Union along its banks, and made the 
people th at inhabited its shores one people, I 
trust, for evermore. 
The great mountain- 
chaius th at God mads are one, and the peo­ 
ple and the government th at dwell on their 
Iiight3 and valleys are like the ocean—are 
like the everlasting h ills; and we believe they 
will be one forever. Now, soldiers aud fellow- 
citizens, I thank you th at we are able to stand 
together at this late day, after our late 
triumph, and rejoice th at those who died did 
not die in vain, th at those who lived did not 
struggle and suffer in vain, and th at those 
old flags which have come back torn with 
contests are full of the glory with which your 
valor crow ned them . 
Good-by. 
In the evening a public reception wa? given 
in honor of I ’reaident Hayes, General G ar­ 
field and other distinguished gentlemen, and 
a gorgeous display of fireworks and artillery 
practice by the Cleveland Gatliug Gun B at­ 
tery took place.
